IS DESCRIBED. 


Commissioner Leupp Gives 
‘Uncle Sam’s Views. 


Red Men Will Be Helped to 
Become Independent. 


Government Official Laughs 
at Desert Incident.

“The attitude of the government to- 
wards the American Indians, is no 
longer one of paternalism. It ts seek- 
ing to place the Indian in «a position 
where he can become a citizen, a 
worker.” Francis E. Leupp, “Onited 
States Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
made this statement yesterday in the 
course of conversation concerning the 
policy of the Washington authorities 
regarding the Indians of the West. He 
continued:

Municipal Ownership Fallacies.

Credit in making Philadelphia the 
best-paved city in the United States 
is given by Mayor Reyburn to the 
street railway companies, says: Public 
Service, of ‘Chicago. At @ banquet’ of 
the Clover Club, the Mayor said: “The 
street car companies of which we hear 
much criticiem have spent $20,000, - 
000 .repaving our streets. And they, 
or rather the contracting company, are 
spending vast sums every year paving 


‘to 


them in repair.” What is true of 
Philadelphia in.this is also true of 
other American cities. A properly man- 
aged public utility company is a pub- 
lic benefactor. Commenting on the re- 
port of the American #treet and In 
urban Railway Association on - 
ownership, the Electrical Rallway 
eview says: “The managers of pullic 
utility corporations who shall contribdte 
through educational and other Jegiti 
mate means to stay the spread of so 
clalistic sentiment will have the sat- 
isfaction of feeling that they ate. not 
only protecting the rights interests 
of their stockholders, but also are per- 
forming a patriotic duty as citizens: 
for the growth of this sentiment is the 
most serious menace today not only to 
the continued presperity and progress 
of the United States, but to the very 
existence of modern civilization.”
